Cosatl € adds, Mafter, that Corporations, Pari- 
fhes, Counties,and other Communities, have likewife 
~rcat Encouragement to venture Money into this Lot- 
tery, for mending the High-ways, building Bridges 
where they are wanting, paving their Streets, ere- 
éting or repairing publick Buildings, making Ri- 
vers navigable, cleanting or repaining of Harbours, 
building or repairing of Churchesand Mceting-hou- 
{es, or enlarging Benifices, where too finall for 
Minillers, or for adding to the Incomes ef the Ho- 
fritals of Greenwich, Chelfea-College, Pedlam, Blue 
coat-Hofpital, thofe for the Sick and Lame, @c. or 
for lielping Colleges, whofe Fellowfhips are fcant, 
for fetting up of Charity-Schools, for the Benefit of 
poor Relations, or for rclieving, the poor Palatines ;

Country-m. Here’s a Letter from another Gentle- 
man, Mafter, who is a fincere Friend tothe Go- 
vernment, and a Well-wifher to all regular Me- 
thods that can be propos’d for raifing Money to e- 
nable’em to carry on the War with Vigor and Suc- 
ccls; but he is afraid that the Tax on Windows 
may in a great Meafure be eluded by the Practices 
of difaftected Perfons, becaute it depends fo much 


on the Judgment of the Commiflioners, to deter- 


inine which fhall be calld Windows, and which 
not ; and that many People will {top up their pre- 
{ent Windows, to avoid the Tax, which may 
make that Part of the Fund come thort ; for we 
are not to doubt, but dilaftected People, of whom 
there are too many, will take this Method to a- 
void the Tax, and poor Tenants, tho’ well enough 
afiected, will be apt to follow their Example, and 
to liffen to their Objections, that this Tax is une- 
gual in it felf, both with Refpect to the Value of 
the Houfes, and the Ability of the Tenants, upon 
which this Tax mutt lie. 1o prove this, he alledges, 
that in Lovdon particularly, where the Houfes bear 
the highel’t Rent, asabout the Royal Exchange, and 
other Places where there is molt Trade, the Hou- 
tes have the fewelt Lights for want of Room, tho’ 
they pay the greatelt Rents, and the Tenants are 
molt wealthy ; whereas, in the cut Parts of the 
Town, the Houfes have more Windows, and the 
Tenants are Iefs able, which will oblige them ei- 
ther to quit their Houfes, or to {hut up as many of 
their Windows as they can. 

Obf. There's no Law fo wifely made, Roger, 
which ill Men will not find fome Way or other to 
elude: But what Remedy docs the Gentleman pro- 


Country-m. Why, Mafter, he propofes, with the 
utmolt Defercnce to our Legitlature, that they 
would think of fuch Methods, as their Wifdom 
fhall fuggelt, to prevent the Practices of 111 Men to 
wnake that Fund come fhort ; and he humbly fup- 
pofes, that if Houtes had an additional Tax laid on 
them, according to the Proportion of their Rent, 
to be pay’d by the Tenants, 1t would obviate the 
Objection, prevent thofe Frauds, be better fuited 
to the Ability of the Pofleflors, more certainly an- 
{wer the End, and raife more Money, if there 
sere but an additional Tax of 4d, in the Pound, 
which would not be much felt, if laid upon Te- 
nantsof Houfts and Land. But all this wath the 
utmolt Submiftion, Matter.
